Starvation Stalks Hand in Hand With 


Tragedy-Dimmed 


Eyes Turn to U. S. For Relief 


Of all the heartrending storiaa of 
want and frightfulness coming from 
regions devastated by war, those de- 
talling sufferings and destitution of 
children carry the most pfiteous ap- 
peal. By the hundreds of thousands 
these innocents of tender years, even 
babes in arms, have been made the 
victims of war's brutalities and the In- 
human ferocity of the Hun. 

The babies cannot fight back. They 
cannot buy or commandecer food. They 
ean only suffer and endure—and dic 
in mute agony when the helping hand 
of father and mothcr has been made 
powerless by death or famine to give 
them food of any kind. 

Food will win the war  Feod will 
save America’s youth from such a fatc. 
Food will generate the power that will 
crush German autocracy forever. Food 
will preserve the little ones of the 


dried grass and such roots as they 
could dig by the wayside, 

The extreme horror of these reports 
would almost indict them as exagger- 
ated, but they are vouched for by men 
and women who haye been engaged in 
relief work in the desolated territory. 
They have scen these horrors. 

Most of the children who escaped 
the bayonet, rifle and torch of the 
assassins, are now in concentration 
camps. A limited number are shelter- 
ed by thin tents, but the great ma- 
jority are forced to spend the winter 
{in the open enclosures, huddled to- 
gether for warmth at night, working 
to the limit of endurance during tho 
day for their “masters,” and living a 
life of such ‘torture as the civilized 
world has probably. never’ before 
imagined could be inflicted on human 
beings. :

Thousands of children under the age 
of 15 years, of both sexes, are dying 
each day by starvation In Poland, Ar- 
menia, Serbia and Belgium, according 
to authentic reports made public by 
the United States Food Administration 
for California. 7 

One report said that In Poland not 
a child under four years had survived 
the German invasion and the subse- 
quent results. Hundreds sugcumbed 
every 24 hours through exposure and 
famine. Other hundreds were carried 
off into captivity to a fate unthink- 
able. 

In Armenia the situation has been 
even worse. Breadwinners have per- 
ished through massacre and have been 
deported, leaving thousands upon thou- 
sands of orphans to fall by the road- 
side or in huts and flelds, denied even 
a decent burial. 

Estimates place the number of 
Armenians and Syrians driven: from 
their homes by the invaders, at more 
than 1,500,000. Their property total- 

ing millions of dollars has been con- 
fiscated or destroyed. Business has 
been paralyzed and production reduced 
to practically nothing. What little 
food finds its way into the desolated 
country is cithér immediately seized 
by the military or sells at such high 
prices that only a few of the more in- 
fluential citizens are able to obtain it. 

Conservative reports from agents of 
the Armenian and Syrian relief com- 
mittees declare that there are ap- 
proximately 400,000 orphans in the 
Bible lands as the result of Turkish 
brutalities, and close to 2,000,000 des- 
titute survivors of the Moslem policy 
of terror. The people have been re- 
duced to depths of poverty beyond the 
comprehension of Americans and of 
course the old and the very young are 
the worst sufferers. In many cases 
the victiins, clad in rags, cold to the 
marrow, and despairing, clung to life 
by subsisting on. carrion and offal,

Sufficient food is essential. Every 
colony should have at least 30 pounds 
-of honey. White clover honey is best, 
although any white honey is good. 
Dark honey should be used sparingly; 
and honeydew honey not at all, on ac- 
count of the waste it contains. Bees 
never deposit fecal waste in the hive, 
but retain it in the large intestine, 
where it causes dysentery unless soon 
passed out. In attempting to rid them- 
selves of this, the bees fly forth on 
cold days, become chilled and never 
find their way back. 


Methods of planting corn by which 
one or two rows of an early-maturing 
variety alternate with one or two 
rows of a_later-maturing variety 
planted alone, according to the annual 
report of the bureau of plant indns- 
try. Where there is likely to be a 
shortage of moisture during certain pe- 
riods of growing season, dependence 
should not be placed in a single va- 
riety; under such conditions two or! 
three varieties which differ consider- 
ably in length of growing season
